As soon as visas are arranged, 13 
Kokan| employees are to. become 
permanent employees of National 
Steel. The 13 were hand picked by 
Tani for their technical and ‘ad- 
ministtative expertise arid will work 
closely, with National people at the 
three steel plants to improve produc- 
tivity and the quality of the product, 
McBridesaid. 

Tani) will spend two weeks in 
Granite City, starting next Monday, 
heading a‘team studying the opera- 
tions lat the blast furnace. and 
loading floor, ‘‘to evaluate overall 
operations,” it was announced. 

KOKAN technology already is be- 
ing used in designing and building a 
new electro-galvanizing line. at 
Detroit, a $90 million investment. 
Both American and Japanese ideas 
were used in the design, McBride 
said, }‘to put the first. full electro- 
galyaaizing line in the nation’ on 
stream and produce: the best 
galvanized product nationally.”’ 

Kokan. already has three such 
galvalizing lines in operation in 
Japan, but their configurations 
would not exactly meet the needs of 
the U/S. automotive industry, which 
is to use more galvanized steel in 
autos in the 1987 model year to resist 
rusting. National Steel is attempting 
to complete its galvanized line in 
Detroit in time to serve this market, 
starting late in-1986. 

Combining the Japanese 
technblogy and “American know- 
how,’! McBride said, the new pro- 
cess ‘‘is probably the best of both 
worlds. That is what we are looking 
for, the best of both worlds. As a 
matter of fact, that will be our 
theme—to form the first world-class 
steel industry in this country. 

HE PREDICTED a _ brighter 
future for National Steel employees, 
due to the merger, and | the 
withdrawal of National from the 
steel coordinating committee, which 
negotiates joint agreemients for all 
major steelmakers. ‘In the long 
run, it will be a win-win situation for 


both the management of the com- 
pany and the erhployees if we 
negotiate our contracts on our own. 
Nippon Kokan has been a leader in 
this. Our goal is a better workplace 
and more security for employees,” 
McBride contended. 

Doi explained that National Steel 


and Kokan have had ‘‘a long time 
relationship which has been very 
successful. We know one another 
well...We also know ‘National as a 
company that is dedicated to the 
welfare of its employees. National is 
forming a unique partnership bet- 
ween labor and management to 


work together to solve the problems 
jointly in a participative manner. 
“National also is deeply involved 
in the communities in which their 
employees work and live,” Doi add- 


ed.

Granite City Alderman Casmer 
Skubish told city council members 
‘Tuesday night that a city resolution, 
which seeks a cut of the Illinois lot- 
tery sales, was ‘‘well accepted” by 
members of the Illinois Municipal 
League (IML) resolution commit- 
tee. 


The resolution, was introduced at 
the IML convention last weekend by 
Skubish, who was representing the 
city. The resolution asks that cities 
be given a percentage of the lottery 
profits for extra police protection 
and other city services which are 


necessary due to increasing demand 
of lottery tickets. 

SKUBISH SAID there are 53 
members on the IML resolution 
committee.

Senate filibustering for Illinois highways 


To the Editor: 

As Illinoisans- know. all, too well, 
our state has been getting short- 
changed for years in terms of what 

_we get back in federal spending 
compared to what we send to 
Washington in income taxes. 

Because of that dismal fact, I 
introduced legislation to assure that 
every state gets back at least 90 
cents for every-dollar it sends to the 
federal government. 


‘one areal in which Illinois has 
historically done well, however, is in- 
programs involving transportation 
funding. a" 

‘The leadership of the Senate 
Environment and Public Works 
Committee has recognized Illinois’ 
position aS the transportation hub of 
the nation and_ its transportation 
needs, and has’ been generally 
willing to help the state meet those 
needs. 


- his year however, the leadership 

-. of the committee decided to change 

the calculation that determines the 

amount of ‘highway funding each 
state receives. 

Under this new forumula, Illinois 
would lose-almost $60 million over 
the next two years, compared to 
what we would receive under the old 
formula. 

‘Under the new calculation, Illinois 
was the only state that would lose 


substantial amounts of money. 

Because only ‘our state was ad- 
versely affected by the change in a 
major way, it would have been’ very 
difficult to win a floor vote on the 
issue. ¥ 

I felt compelled to take to the 
Senate floor to exercise that peculiar 
rule of the Senate designed to 
protect miporities: the filibuster. 

After several days of holding the 
Senate floor and debating the bill, 
the combination of my deter- 
mination and the imperiding end of 
the legislative session brought about 
an accommodation for our state, 

The leaders of the committee 
finally agreed to a compromise I felt 
satisfied our objections to the new 
formula. 

Under the compromise, Illinois 
will be ‘held harmless" for the next 
fiscal year, which means that it will 
receive its funding computed under 
the old formula. 

This is an immediate gain of $30 
million that we would have lost had I 
not pressed the issue. 

In the following fiscal year, the 
matter will again be open to 
discussion, which means” we’ will 
have another opportunity to make 
our case for the $27 million dif- 
ference in the two formulas at that 
time. 

lly, we included language 
saying that if the new formula is 


a 


applied to Illinois in the future, we 
will be given special consideration in 
the allocation of discretionary 
funding. i 
While I beliéve that the filibuster 
should be selectively used, I felt this 
was a situation that demanded a 
dramatic response and ‘I think all 
Illincisans can be proud of: the 
outcome. 
We have preserved millions of 
dollars to improve our highway 
system, and we've held the'line, on 
our dollar drain to Washington.

All Secretary of State offices and 
facilities will be closed for the 
Columbus Day holiday, Secretary of 
State Jim Edgar has announced. 

Downstate Driver Services 
Facilities outside Cook County will 
be closed Saturday, Oct. 6, and will 
reopen Tuesday, Oct. 9. 

All other offices and facilities will 
be closed Monday, Oct. 8, and will 
resume business Tuesday, Oct. 9. 

Edgar also announced that 
automobile owners with’ license 
plates expiring in October who have 
not mailed their applications should 
buy their new plates or stickers at a 
secretary of state facility or 
financial institution. 

It is now too late to send ap- 
plications by mail and guarantee 
delivery of the new plates or stickers 
before the Oct. 31. expiration 
deadline. However, stickers and

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Venice police to launch 
‘Crime Blocker’ program 


The Venice Police Department 
will inaugurate the community’s 
first ‘‘Crime Blocker’ citizens’ 
involvement program at a special 
meeting at 10 a.m. Saturday at the 
new Venice Senior Citizens’ Com- 
munity Center, Brown and Klein 
streets. 

Venice Police Sergeant Burl Reed 
has ‘been appointed to work with 
local residents wishing to become in- 
‘volved in such a program, ites an- 
nounced by Mayor Tyrone Echols at 
Tuesday night’s meeting of the 
Venice City Council. 

THE MAYOR URGED all 
residents interested in becoming a 
volunteer ‘‘Crime Blocker,” a pro- 
gram recognized by law enforce- 
ment authorities as a crime deter- 
rent, to attend Saturday’s session 
and learn more about the program. 

Council members heard an appeal 
for such action two weeks ago when 
Mrs. Carolyne Wilson asked for help 
in forming a citizens’ group to aid in 
reducing the number of burglaries 
and other criminal acts in the com- 
munity. . 

Responding to the question 
whether Venice now has a sufficient 
number of police officers, Mayor 

_ Echols said Tuesday, “We have 
enough, according to the Depart- 
ment of Justice recommendation, 
which calls for two officers per 1,000 
residents. We've got twice that 
number of officers,” he added.” 

MAYOR ECHOLS also com- 
mented upon recent incidents in 
which warrants were either denied 
by: the Madison County. state’s at- 
torney’s office or a suspect was 
caught and then released. 

“Tf they don’t hold them (burglary 
suspects) when they are caught, 
there is nothing we can do,.’ the 
mayor stressed. \ 

He reiterated once more that peo- 
le dissatisfied with what is happen- 
ing (releasing suspects) should get 


together and go to Edwardsville and 
find out why such things (as refusal 
to issue felony charges in some 
cases) occur, the mayor said. 

“IT SEEMS like they (state’s at- 
torney’s office) are not concerned 
about us here and I‘ve said it before. 
They are politicians too, and an elec- 
tion is coming up, so now is the 
time,” Mayor Echols stressed. 

Mrs. Dorothy Griggs asked, 
“What should we as concerned 
citizen do?’” and another woman in 
the audience Tuesday stated em- 
phatically, “Well, I am ready to go 
to Edwardsville.” 

Echols responded, ‘What I’d do is 
get the Crime Blockers in place, as 
the emphasis may not be the same if 
three of us went up there rather than 
a larger group.’’ 

SGT. REED has a list of 25 
residents who have indicated in- 
terest in the Crime Blocker pro- 
gram, he informed the aldermen. He 
requested all Venice citizens wan- 
ting to find out more to come to 
Saturday’s orientation session. 

Basically, a Crime Blocker is a 
concerned citizen who observes 
suspicious activities or emergency 
situations arid provides that infor- 
mation to the police department. 

“The public peace of cities is not 
kept primarily by the police (as) 
necessary as police are. It is kept 
primarily by an intricate, almost un- 
conscious, network of voluntary con- 
trols and standards among the peo- 
ple themselves,” a well-known ur- 
ban expert has stated, 

SECURITY IS dependent upon 
fellow citizens. No police depart- 
ment can effectively protect life and 
property without the support and 
cooperation of the citizens it serves, 
law enforcement officials have 
learned over the years. 

The Crime Blocker program will 
establish a formal network for 
citizen reporting of emergency pro- 
blems to Venice or other Quad-City 
area law enforcement agencies, Sgt.

EACH CRIME BLOCKER is given 
a personal number to _ identify 
himself when calling about an 
emergency or crime. He or she need 
not give a name or address, it was 
stressed. 

The radio dispatcher receiving the 
phone call will give priority to the 
call and will take the information 
and immediately dispatch a squad 
car. Consideration is given Crime 
Blockers because of their special 
training, Sgt. Reed noted. 

Crime Blockers may use their 
Crime Blocker indentification 
number when calling about 
emergency problems only, it is 
stressed. 

SITUATIONS in which a_number 
should be used include alarm soun- 
ding, assault, burglary, child 
molestation, fights, flourishing a 
weapon, homicide or odor of gas. 

Also, serious auto accident or a 
person struck by an auto, shooting, 
suicide, suspicious person, robbery, 
prowler attempting entry, purse 
snatching, rape and attempted rape, 
shots fired, wires down or burning, 
and persons tampering with a vehi- 
cle, among others. 

Non-emegency problems, such as 
sanitation, stolen license plates, 
abandon autos, unnecessary noise, 
dogs barking, lost or recovered ar- 
ticles or some being locked out of an 
auto or a home, must be called to the 
police in the normal way, it was em- 
phasized. 

Other aspects of the program will 
be explained at Saturday’s 10 a.m.

Fire Prevention Week to be observed 


Fire Prevention Week, Oct. 7 
through 13, is approaching and with 
it comes some of thw worst months 
for forest fires, according to David 
Gillespie, program manager for 


- forest protection program for the 


Department of Conservation. 

Fire Prevention Week is observed 
annually on the anniversary of the 
Chicago Fire, Oct. 8, according to 


Gilléspie, but it also is the same 


week a forest fire wiped out 1.28 
million acres and killed 1,500 people 
near Green Bay, Wis., also in 1871. 

Going into Fire Preventin Week 
and the critical fall months that. 
follow, Gillespie feels the danger 
levels for forest fires ‘in Illinois are 
moderate. 

“We're okay right now; rainfall is 
about average. However, if we don’t 
get timely rains we will be in bad 
shape,’’ iGillespie said. ‘‘There 
hasn’t beén a bad fire season since 
1981, so there are three years worth 
of accumulated combustible 
materials on the forest floors.”” 

Gillespie. also" pointed out that 
severe droughts’ and hard winters 
have killed many forest plants and 
trees. ‘This makes conditions right 
for a bad fire,’ he said. Forest fires 
cost Illinois residents more than 
$160,000 per year. In 1983, wildfires 


claimed 948 acres in Illinois, several 
hundred acres less than the average. 

Since heavily forested southern Il- 
linois is especially vulnerale to 
forest fire losses, seven counties re- 
quire a burning permit during the 
five worst months of the year. 

“People must be conscious that 
there are two fire seasons each 
year—in the fall from the first of Oc- 
tober to the end of Novmber and in 
the spring from the first of February 
through the end of April. 

“During these months, people 
should practice good fire preven- 
tion.” He warned people not to flip lit 
cigarettes out the window, let 
ground fires burn unattended or take 
other unnecessay risks. 

The effects of fire on the land can 
be a long term. “It can affect woods 
by killing seedlings and saplings, as 
well as the larger trees.’’ Fires also 
cause erosion by burning the water- 
shed portion offered by vegetation. 

Fires destroy cover for a lot of 
wildlife, Gillespie noted. “Some 
fires are beneficial for wildlife, but 
uncontrollable wild fires don't fall 
into this category.”” 

Also, fires are not aesthetically. 
pleasing. ‘‘No one likes to see a burn- 
ed forest where a green one used to 
be,” Gillespie said.

Non-public housing proposal 
for Venice may get approval 


By VALERIE EVENDEN

Venice has a good chance of hav- 
ing its application approved by the 
U.S. Department of Housing and Ur- 
ban Development for at least one 
new non-public housing proposal 
now before HUD, according to Ex- 
ecutive Director Bert Hampton of 
the Madison County Housing 
Authority, who provided the .in- 
formation to the Venice City Council 
Tuesday night. 

He stressed the proposed 
townhouse-apartment complexes 
are not public housing; that private 
investors will be sought and con- 
struction will be handled by private 
developers. ~ 

Many of the units are geared to 
elderly residents and those eligible 
for residency must meet the require- 
ment of having an annual income of 
less than 80 percent of the median in- 
come for Madison County. 

This means families with an an- 
nual income of close to $20,000 could 
qualify for residency, Hampton said. 
The same rules do not apply to the 
proposed property as are mandated 
in public housing, he explained. 

‘Special emphasis will be placed on 
giving priority. to those persons 
already living in Venice who wish to 
apply for residency in the new com- 
plexes, the director stated. 

The housing developments also 
will be tax-based property, a fact 
that concerned Venice council 
members at an earlier meeting 
when it was. believed the proposal 
may focus on public housing units, 
eligible for tax abatements. 

Rental costs would be set at a flat 
rate, not graduated according to in- 
come, such as the Bissell Street 
Apartment complex, he said.. 

‘The Bissell property also was con- 
structed by a private developer, but 
includes some federal Section 8 
financing which requires that rents

In a simple 15 to 20-minute 
procedure in the privacy of a 
woman’s home, an upper torso body 
cast is made to measure exactly the 
rib cage and.rematning breast. The 
cast follows the contours of the chest 
wall where the’ mastectomy was 
done and can be made for women 
who have radical, modified, or sim- 
ple mastectomies. The cast is then 
sent away and used to construct an 
actual ‘“‘new”’ breast that will match 
the remaining breast in skin tone, 
weight and contour. Twenty-six 
steps and approximately 10 weeks 
are required in order to create the 
prosthesis.

‘Although the figures offered Tues- 
day night could not be precise, 
Hampton said it appears a one-- 
bedroom flat may rent for $180 a 
month, two bedrooms for $200 and a 
three-bedroom townhouse possibly 
for $250 monthly in the new housing 
developments. 

Owners of the proposed property 
would be responsible for various 
bills, such as taxes and sewer and 
water fees, Hampton said. 

‘The director said his staff has ‘‘a 
gut feeling” that a least one of the 
Venice projects will be approved. 

Two applications have been sub- 
mitted to HUD on behalf of Venice. 
One specifies a $1.7 project on pro- 
perty adjacent to the Venice Homes, 
designated as Venetian Court East, 
and a projected $2.5'million develop- 
ment near the Lee Wright Homes, 
designated as Venetian Court West. 

HUD received 13 grant applica- 
tions from Illinois—three from 
Madison and Venice, eight from 
Chicago, one from a Chicago suburb 
and one from a community that is 
not eligible for the grant. 

A surprise announcement in July 
that some federal money was 
available through HUD required ap- 
plications to be submitted quickly to 
be considered, Hampton said. The 
immediacy of the proposal forced 
the Madison County Housing 
Authority staff to compress six mon- 
ths of work into about three weeks, 
he added. 

“If approved the federal govern- 
ment would provide us about half the 
cost of construction making the mor- 
tgage debt extremely low,” Hamp- 
ton said. 

A renovation-rehabilitation pro- 
ject in the Madison-Venice area also

has been submitted for funding 
under the program. 

“The federal people are big for 
rehabilitation, but,seem to be down 
on projects with all-elderly units,” 
Hampton said. 

‘Neither of the proposed Venice 
_projects are solely for the elderly, it 
was noted. 

‘Thé proposed all-brick complexes 
will be “very spacious and nicer and 
bigger’’ than. those .currently 
available in Venice, the housing 
authority director said. . 

Under the plan, some one-story 
quadruple units will be constructed 
for seniors only, while the 
townhouses would be available to 
non-elderly families. 

In response to a question from 
Fourth Ward Alderman Victor 
Valentine Sr., concerning the condi- 
tions in the existing public housing 


projects, Hampton said a total of ~ 


$1.6 million will be spent in the next 
12 months to replace sewer and 
water systems and renovate the in- 
teriors. 

“We are going to change the looks 
of them,” he said. 

Should the proposal for new con- 
struction be authorized, concern 
also was expressed that “‘outsiders’’ 
from other communities may come 
into town and take the choice new 
housing. 

Some type of regulations should be 
made prior to that point being reach- 
ed, thereby avoiding such problems, 
Mayor Echols said. 

Without the city establishing 
rules, such as setting a ceiling on 
rents and permitting local citizens to 
get top priority for residency, 
“You're just going to be like sitting 
ducks again,” one of the women in 
the audience commented.

Counties to pay 
interest if they 
delay tax funds 


The Illinois Supreme Court ruled 
Wednesday that, while counties need 
not repay interest to local-level tax-, 
ing bodies back to 1976, they must do 
so retroactive to May 1983. 

A.new. state law signed in late 
September had established the 

rrecedent of interest repayment as 
of November 1983. That now changes 
to May. A 

Although the court decision will 
ease most Illinois counties’ problem 
of repaying large past ‘sums, it 
orders them to distribute real estate 
tax collections promptly in the 
future or pay interest to the cities, 
schools and other agencies experien- 
cing distribution delays. 

“That’s what I’ve been asking for 
all along,” Nameoki Township Col- 
lector Norman Hall commented to- 
day. 

He said many townships continued 
collecting, rather than delegating 
the task to counties, as a way of 
assuring that part of each year’s 
new taxes would reach local entities 
as quickly as possible. Counties 
traditionally have been called slow 
to distribute, the money being‘used 
in the meantime to earn interest to 
pay collection and certain other 
county governmental costs. 

Rebates estimated at $150, million 
will be avoided by the Supreme 
Court ruling. The justices reversed 
an appeals court order that required 
DuPage County to pay interest earn- 
ed since 1976 on taxes collected for a 
library district. The appellate deci- 
sion had been extended to affect 
nearly all counties. 

The May 1983 cutoff is due to a rul- 
ing then that the practice of counties 
keeping the interest was unconstitu- 
tional. The court still says that it is 
unconstitutional. 

Net effect of Wednesday’s order is « 
expected to be accelerated distribu- 
tion of tax payments. Assessment- 
related tax ‘cycle delays also ‘have 
been a factor in Madison County, 
where steps are being taken to speed” 
up valuation hearings.

T ran that first 
horsé five limes and, now I tell the 
story, of how proud I was when .he 
finally finished fifth in a race. -Of 
course, | rarely explained that it was 
a six-horse race, "* Sher said. 

‘The following year, 1970, Sher ran 
that same horse 23 times and he 
racked up five wins, eight seconds 
and five thirds. And the same year, 
he bought Pole Passer, a horse that 

r says now: ‘*Was one of the best 

year-olds that season at both 

Fairmount Park and Cahokia 
Downs." 


“I was completely wrapped up in 
racing by that time,” Sher explains, 
adding: “I’m a very competitive 
guy. When I do something, I like to 
do my very best.” 

Now, 15 years later Sher has 20 
horses headed by Dancer Odey 
They're boarded down close to Lex- 
ington, Ky., at Adena Hills Farm at 
Mt. Sterling, Ky. “I have three 
brood mares, three babies, two 
yearlings and 12 ether horses of rac- 
ing age. . 

Dancer Odey’s most prestigious 
recent outing was at Chicago's Ar] 
ington Park Sept. 9, when he cap: 
tured the Chief Illiniwek Stakes. A 
$40,000-added event, with jockey 
Geary Louviere up. He ran the seven 
furlongs in 1:25:1. Magic North 
finished second and Harham's Scoop 
came in third. 

Dancer Odey's $40,000 purse at 
ARligton brought his year’s earn- 
ings to $46,396. 

For the current campaign, Dancer 
Odey has started eight times. He 
won four times, took second twice 
and had one third place finish 


When Sher listed Dancer Odey 5 
record, he appeared to wince when 
he gave the second-place finishes.

When a husband and wife decide to 
they have a choice of putting 
all the provisions in one will or each having 
their own will. When a husband and wife 
put everything in one document and leave 
everything to each other, this is called a 
joint and mutual}, will. An example will help 
illustrate this situation. 

Let’s assume a couple makes a joint and 
mutual will which leaves everything to the 
surviving spouse when the first one dies. It 
also provides that upon the death of the se- 
cond one, all the,property is to pass to their 
one.child. In t situation, the wife dies 
first’and according to the provisions in the 
will, all her property passes to her husband. 
The husband then remarries. Can he make 
a new will and leave everything to his new 
wife or is he bound by the original promise 
to pass his property on to his child? 

The ability df the survivor to change the 
will after the death of the first spouse 
definitely depends on the type of will. The 
best way to insure that the will provisions 
cannot be changed is for a husband and 
wife to make a joint and mutual will. Ac- 
cording to a recent Illinois case, this type of 
will is presumed to be a contract between. 


the parties which cannot be broken when 
the first one dies, especially where it in- 
volves a husband and wife, Therefore in 
our example the husband probably cannot 
leave everything to his new wife. : 


What if in our hypothetical situation the 
husband and wife make separate wills leav- 
ing everything to each other and then to 
their child? In that there. are separate 
documents here, can the povisions in the. 
wills be changed by the survivor? Separate 
wills can also be irrevocable but it is much 
more difficult to convince a Court of this. | 
According to one Illinois case, there must’ 
be evidence showing that the separate wills 
cannot be revoked, such as a separate con- 
tract between the husband and wife or 
language in the wills. themselves showing 
that the parties intended the documents to 
be binding. 

If the wills are found to be irrevocable 
and if the surviving spouse in our example 
makes a new. will breaching the original 
agreement, the child can seek damages for 
breach of contract or he can seek a Court 
order forcing the survivors to comply with 
the terms of the original document.

‘Taxpayers with a guilty con- 
science—or with overdue tax bills— 
now have the opportunity to apply 
for state tax amnesty. Illinois 
Revenue Director J. Thomas 
Johnson is inviting them to call 1- 
800-BACK TAX. 

‘A two-month amnesty period, Oct. 
1 through Nov. 30, was created by a’ 
new law. 

A total of 200,000 letters will be 
sent to eligible taxpayers. 

“Persons that our records show as 
owing delinquent taxes can expect to 
receive these letters this month,” 
Johnson said. “The first 37,000 
letters will be to individuals 
previously notified that they owe 
state income taxes. 

“Letters to businesses, which owe 
income, sales or other taxes will be 
mailed in the coming weeks. 

“Those who -have overdue tax 
returns are also encouraged to 


dividuals and firms that step for- 
ward and pay the taxes owed will 
save themselves the penalty charges 
and half the interest which gther- 
wise would have been due. 

Also, persons or businesses 
violating Illinois tax laws will 
receive the guarantee that the state 
will not initiate criminal prosecution 
for those violations. 

Johnson noted that toll-free 
telephone lines have been installed 
for use by Illinois residents. The 
phone number, 1-800-BACK TAX, 
will be open for business from 8:30 
a.m, to 5 p.m, weekdays. 

Information and assistance, also 
will be available from any of the 14 
local revenue offices or four out-of- 
state offices. The Fairview Heights 
office is at the Southern Illinois 
Bank, I-64 at Rt. 159, telephone 397- 
9200. Johnson urged eligible persons 
to take advantage of ‘this one-time- 
only opportunity.”’ 

The state revenue director also 
reminded taxpayers that the am- 
nesty legislation and other measures 
newly signed into law substantially 
increase the enforcement abilities of 
the department and toughen the 
penalties for those who evade taxes. 

“‘What this means,”’ Johnson said, 
“is that your chances of getting 
caught are greater than ever. And 
the punishment when you do get

caught will be much harsher. After 
Nov. 30, there’s no chance for am- 
nesty.”” 

The increased penalties, which 
become effective Dec. 1, include 
making the failure to file an Illinois 
income tax return a_ felony, 
punishable by up to five years in 
state prison and fines of up to 
$10,000. 

Other enforcement measures 
newly authorized include the ability 
to speed up seizure of property from 
delinquent taxpayers, the ability, to 
turn over names of delinquent 
taxpayers to state licensing agen- 
cies with the recommendation that 
any professional or trade licenses be 
suspended or revoked, and the 
authority to crack down on itinerant 
merchants. 

In addition, new computer tape 
match progtams will be initiated. 

“Amnesty, along with these new 
enforcement tools, will assure that 
we maximize our tax collections 
from our current tax base, and it is a 
service to honest taxpayers,” 
Johnson said. 

“As an example, it’s unfair to 
honest firms for a less honest 
businessman to gain a competitive

advantage by pocketing the sales is 
tax and reducing his prices. The ’‘ 
honest taxpayer must obtain his 
profit from: his after-tax income. = 
“To obtain amnesty, persons or” 
businesses must file an application’’ 
for amnesty and complete any.’

said. “In addition, they must pay the " 
taxes due, plus half of the interest.” 
Any person or business owing 
taxes to the Ulinois Department of 
Revenue from tax periods prior to 
July 1, 1983, is eligible for amnesty.

Not included are taxes collected" 
by other Illinois agencies, including 
the insurance tax, corporate fran- 
chise tax, and unemployment taxes. 
.Persons. currently under criminal 
investigation for state tax violations 
are not eligible for amnesty. 

Anyone with a civil case pending 
in a state court is ineligible unless 
that case is resolved before the 
amnesty ends.
